On the night of 30th April/ Ist May, 1969. a gang of 
eleven extremists armed with lethal weapons attacked Police 
Station Chamkaur Sahib in Ropar District with the inten- 
tion to loot arms and ammunition. By playing a ruse on 
the sentry guarding the gate, three of the extremists gained 
entry into the building and started firing as a result ol 
which a constable was injured. Shri Gurdial Singh who 
was then present in the Police Station, without caring for 
his personal safety, grappled with one of the extremists who 
was armed with a .32 bore revolver, The other two extremists 
who had entered the building quickly retreated. The other 
members of the gang who were outside the building also 
retreated in the cover of darkness, Shri Gurdial Singh kept 
the captur^' extremist pinned down till the remaining staff 
of the Police Station came to know of the incident. 


In the above encounter, Shri Gurdial Singh exhibited 
extreme gallantry and high sense of sacrifice in disregard 
of his own .safety. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the ndes governing the award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carries with it the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 1st May, 1969.

New Delhi, the llth January 1972 
RESOLUTION 

No. Af-1 1011/3/71-^5527.— Government had. vide their 
Resolution No. DS/STS/4-69 dated 5th March 1970. decid- 
ed to set up an organisation called the National Sample Sur- 
vey Organisation in the Department of Statistics, Cabinet 
Secretari.at, All items of national .sample survey, subject to 
such changes as Government may direct time to time, wtre 
to be enlnisted to this Orga,nisation, and the activities of 
the Organisation were to be governed by a Governing Coun- 
cil. The Directorate of National Sample Survey was to form 
a part of this Organisation, and all employees of the Indian 
Statistical Institute engaged on national sample survey work 
as also those common services employees rendered surplus to 
the requirements of the Institute consequent on the re-organi- 
sation of national sample survey work, were to be absorbed 
in the (jrganisatioii, 

2, The National Sample Suiwey Organisation has since been 
set Up and the Governing Council has also been constituted. 
The erstwhile Directorate of National Sample Survey, since 
re-named as the Field Operations Division, has been made a 
part of the National Sample Survey Organisation (hereinafter 
referred to as the NSSO), The teiTns and conditions that are 
to govern the a^bsorption in Government service of the em- 
ployees of Indian Statistical Institute (hereinafter referred 
to as the Institute) engaged on national sample survey work 
and these common services employees who are to be absorbed 
in Government service have been finalised after discussions in 
bipartite and tripartite meetings held between 29-6-70 and 
25-10-1971 amongst the representatives of the Government 


Council of the Institute, and the Indian Statistical Institute 
Workers Organisation, and they arc set out below : — 

( 1 ) ( a ) All these employees will initially be offered ap- 
pointment to posts to be created in the NSSO carryin({ the 
same designation, scales of pay (hereinafter relerred to as 
the ISl scales of pay). Dearness Allowance, City Compensa- 
tory Allowance, Children’s Education Allowance, Over-time 
Allowance and Interim Relief (hereinafter included in the 
phrase ‘ISl Allowance/; and retirement benefits (hereinafter 
referred to as JSl retirement benefits) as are attached to the 
posts held by them in the Institute at the time of their absorp- 
tion in Government service, la respect of the benefits regard- 
ing leave entitlement; travel and daily allowances; medical 
attendance benefits, leave travel concessions etc.; they shall 
be governed, on absorption in NSSO, entirely by the Central 
Government Rule* relating to such benefits. 

The number of posts to be created in the different catego- 
ries shall be equal to the number of parsons who opt for 
appoinlmept in the NSSO and the maximum number of such 
posts to be created in different categories as well as their 
classifications as Class l/Class Il/Class Ill/Class IV shall be 
as indicated in the Annexure. 

(b) Those employees of the Institute who hold a lien on 
a post in the NSS sector of the Institute but who arc not 
working in NSS sector at present, shall be eligible for absorp- 
tion in the NSSO. The initial appointment in the NSSC of 
such employees holding a lien on a post in the NSS sector 
of the Institute shall be on a post identical to the post on 
which they hold a Hen in the N.SS sector. In such cases 
those persons who may be working in the re.sullant vacancies 
in the NSS sector of the Institute will be eligible for absorp- 
tion in the NSSO only if they were previously holding a 
lower/another post in the NSvS sector and their appointment 
in the NS,SO will he on a post identical to such lower/anotlter 
post. 

(c) Such of the employees of the Institute who hold a lien 
on a post in the non-NSS sector of the Institute but who are 
at present working in the NSS sector will not be eligible 
for absoi-ption in the NS90, 

(d) These employees of the Institute who accept the offer 
of appointment to the posts to be created in the NSSO as 
indicated in sub-paras (1) (a) and (b) above, shall be ap- 
pointed against such posts. 

(2) In respect of each category of posts to be created, as 
provided in sub-para (1), the category of posts existing in 
Government service that shall be considered as equivalent posts 
have, wherever possible, been determined with reference to the 
similar category of posts in existence in the Department of 
Statistics and other Government Departments, and also hav- 
ing regard to the nature of duties and responsibilities at- 
tached to these posts as well as the educational qualiflcarions 
and experience prescribed for direct recniitment to .such posts. 
The scales of pay as well as the designations applicable to 
such equivalent categories of posts are also set out in Anne- 
xure, The designation of these equivalent categories of posts 
may be re-fixed in the due course, if necessary. 

(3) Tho.se persons who a,r6 initially appointeil to posts 
classified as Class Ilf and Class IV posts [vide sub-paragraph 
(1) above] will soon thereafter be appointed to equivalent 
posts (indicated in Annexure) which shall be create for this 
purpose. They will at that time be given an option either to 
retain the ISl scale of pay, the ISl allowances and the ISl 
retirement benefits make apuHcable to them at the time of 
their initial appointment in the NSSO, or to accept the scales 
of pay attached to the equivalent posts as well as the Dearness 
Allowance, City Compen.satory Allowance, House Rent 
Allowance. Children’s Education Allowance, Overtime 
Allowance and Interim Relief, as normally applicable under 
Central Government Rules (hereinafter referred to as Govern- 
ment allowances), ns also the retirement benefits as admissible 
under the Central Government Rules (hereinafter referred to 
as Government retirement benefits). The option shall be 
exercisable for the scale of pay, allowances and retirement 
benefits together as a single package In respect, however, 
of the benefits such as leave entitlement, travel and daily 
allowances, medical attendance benefits, and leave travel con- 
cessions, there will be no change at the time of appoinlment 
to the equivalent posts, as even from the time of their initial 
appointment in the NSSO all these employees are to be 
Eoverned bv the Central Goyernment Rules relating to such 
benefits. The Government retirement benefits include 
r>ension, death-cum-retirement gratuity, and family pension, 
as admissible under Central Government Pension Rules and 
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Uie Ccniiul Civil Services (Temporary Services) Rules, 1965. 
Thojij who opt for Government retirement benefits shall 
turroiuier to Government the accumulated amount of 
ou)ployer’.s contribution, together with the interest thereon, 
made to their Provident Fund Accounts till the date of their 
option for Govemraent retirement benelits. The amount of 
the employees’ subscription together with the interest thereon 
standing to the credit of the employees in their Provident Fund 
Accounts shall be transferred to the credit of their General 
Provident Fund Accounts to be opened. 

(4) (a) As far as Class I ahd Class II posts are concerned, 
the number of equivalent posts to be created in different 
grades, allowing for suitable Increases in some grades as may 
bo necessary, as well as the recruitment rules will be decided 
as soon as possible. Thereafter the employees concerned will 
bo considered for appointment to the appropriate equivalent 
posts in consultation with Union Public ^rvicc ConimissioD. 
Much persons as are found suitable for appointment to these 
equivalent posts after consultation with the Commission will 
be given an option on the sanw lines as indicated in su^pant 
(3) above. Such persons a.s are not found suitable after 
consultation with the Commission for appointment to these 
equivalent posts, will be continued in the posts to which they 
had been initially appointed in the NSSO, vide sub-para (1) 
above, and the ISI scale of pay, ISf allowances and ISI retire- 
ment benefits will continue to be applicable to them. A Pro- 
vision will be made in the retirement rules for periodical 
review, by the Commission, of the suitability of these 
employees for appointment to the equivalent posts at the 
maintenance stage. Those who are found suitable for such 
appointment ns a result of such review will be given an option 
on, the same lines as indicated in sub-para (3) above, while 
those who are not found suitabl* will continue on the same 
terms and conditions as in sub-para (1) above. 

_(b) Those who are not found suitable after consultation 
with the Commis.sion, for regular appointment to the equiva- 
lent posts will not be eligible for promotion to a higher post. 
As and when any of these employees are found suitable after 
a periodical review, they will, on appointment to the equivalent 
posts, rank in the seniority below those who have been already 
appointed to the equivalent posts in consultation with the 
Commission before them. In respect of such persona found 
suitable after a periodical review the period of service ren- 
dered by them under Government upto their selection by the 
Commission for such appointment will count for pension and 
other retirement benefits, but it will not count for purposes 
of seniority, promotion, confirmation, etc. 

(5) While extending the benefits of the ISI scale of pay. 
JSI allowances and ISI retirement benefits to an employee 
appointed in the NSSO. only the existing scale of pay, allow- 
ances and retirement benefits, that were applicable to that 
employee in the Institute immediately before his appointment 
in (he NSSO. shall be (aken into account. Any change that 
may be made by the Institute in the scale of pay. or allow- 
ances, or retirement benefits subsequent to the appointment of 
the employee in NSSO shall not be applicable to him 

(6) At the time of implementation of the recommendatiotLs 
of the Third Pay Commission, the question of allowing a 
fresh option to those who initially opted for ISI pay scales. 
ISI allowances and ISI retirement benefits, will be considered 
by Government. This will, however, not apply to those Class 
I and Class II Officers who are not found suitable by the 
UPSC for appointment to the equivalent posts. 

(7) Promotions shall be made only in the hierarchy of 
equivalent posts referred to in sub-para (2) which will be 
oreated under sub-paras (31 and 4(a) above or subsequently 
from time to lime. An employee who opts for the ISI scale 
of pay, ISl allowances and ISI retirement benefits at the time 
of his .appointment to the equivalent posts, shall on his pro- 
motion to a higher post in the hierarchy of equivalent posts 
Ito automatically governed by the Government scale of pay 
attached to that higher equivalent post as also by the Govern- 
raout allowances. In regard to retirement benefits, however, 
the option exercised by him earlier iu favour of the ISI 
retirement benefits shall be final. 

(8) (a) The service rendered by an employee in the 
Institute will, for the purpose of determining seniority and 
oli&biliiy for promotion and retirement benefits be treated as 
if it was service rendered under the Govemmeut. ’Ihe inler- 
Ae seniority of these employees amongst themselves, as exist- 
ing in the Insiitute immediately prior to their absorption io 
NSSO and certified by the Institute authoiities. shall be main- 
tained unchanged after their absorption in the NSSO. In re*- 
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pect of those categories of equivalent posts which aie to be 
merged in the cadres of posts of the same category in the 
Field Oj^rations Division, or which are to be considertd 
along with other posts of the same category in the Field 
Operations Division for promotion to higher postSj the posi- 
tion of all employees in the combined seniority bst will be 
determined with reference to the length of regular and con- 
tinuous service rendered in that post by each employee, auh- 
jcci to the maintenance of the inter-se seniority of the em- 
ployees from the Instiiute as existing amongst themselves and 
also the inter se seniority of other Government employees as 
amongst themselves. The usual principle that all confirmed 
persons holding a post are senior to all non-conflrmed persons 
holding such post will, however, not be applied at the time 
of determining the relative position of all the employees in 
the combined seniority list. As regards any dispute regarding 
seniority of the ISI employees that may remain unresolved 
at the time of their absorption in the NSSO, the decision on 
such dispute will be taken later on by the Department of 
Statistics in consultation with the representatives of the em- 
ployees joining Government service and the Institute. 

(b) For the purpose of seleciion of employees belonging 
to the common services for absorption in the NSSO, all such 
employees of each category of posts In the Institute shall be 
considered in the order of the tolal length of their continuon* 
service in that category. 

(9) The number of common services Msts which are al- 
locable to the NSS sector having been already determined, 
the following procedure shall be followed in selecting the 
individual employees who will be a eligible for absorption 
in the NSSO : — 

(a) Those who are holding common services posts which 
have been individually Identified and allocated to 
NSS sector and who are not transferable to other 
such posts In the non-NSS sector, will be given 
oilers of appointment in the NSSO. 

(b) In respect of other common services employees, Ilk* 

Assistants, whose services could be utilised for com- 
mon services work relating to NSS as well as non- 
NSS sector, the willingness or otherwise of each of 
the employees of that category of posts, for hi# 
absorption in NSSO will first be ascertained. Where 
the number of persons in a particular category of 
posts expressing willingness for such absorption is 
the same as the number of posts in that category 
allocated to the NSS sector, all such persons ex- 
pressing willingness will be given offers of appoint- 
ment in the NSSO. Where the number of employeas 
expressing such willingness exceeds the number^ of 
po.sls allotted to the NSS sector, the offers of appoint- 
ment in the NSSO will be regulated strictly accord- 
ing to total length of their continuous service in that 
category of posts, vide sub-para (8) (b) aboVe. 

Whc'e the number who are willing to be absorbed 
in (he NSSO is less than the number of posts in that 
category allotted to the NSS sector, then those who 
have expressed willingness would be given offers of 
appointment in the NSSO; and in addition, upto 
(he extent of the difference in the number, the em- 
ployees who have the shortest period of continuous 
service in that category of posts and who may not 
have expressed their willingness will also be given 
such offers of appointment. 

(10) The administrative staff of the Institute working in 
the National Sample Survey Wing at Baranagar, Olridlh and 
New Delhi as well as in the field offices in West Bengal and 
Bombay City, who arc not, in the normal course transferable 
to similar posts in common services or in other non-NSS 
Units, shall be treated only as NSS staff and shall be eligible 
for absorption in the NSS accordingly, They shall not be 
considered as part of the common services staff whose selec- 
tion for absorption in the NSSO is to be decided on the basis 
indicated in sub-para (9) above. 

(11) Once the employees from the common services staff 
have been selected for absorption in the NSSO In accordance 
with sub-para (9) above, then no changes shall be made in 
such selection on the basis of any existing seniority list of 
the employees in any category of common services staff to be 
allocate to NSS sector, or any reflxation or change of such 
umiority. 
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(12) The serrices of those common services employees of 
the canteen unit who are to be absorbed in NSSO, will after 
ab^rptioa, be plac^ at the disposal of the coo^rative society 
that may be organised for providing canteen facilities. Any 
now employees to be recruited by such cooperative society 
subsequently abali however, be only the employees of the 
Sodety and not of the NSSO, 

(13) Those categories of posts, which arc to be created in 
tho NSSO to provide for the absorption of tbc employees of 
the Insdttttc which arc equivalent to the posts of Superinten- 
dent (Technical) in the Field Operations Division of the 
NSSO and Senior Investigator in the Central Statistical Orga- 
nisation will be considered for inclusion as feeder posts from 
which promotions are to be made to Grade IV posts of the 
Indian Statistical Service, in consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission and the Department of Personnel, 
subject to these posts satisfying (he criteria for iheir inclusion 
for the time being in force. 

(14) Those categories of equivalent posts which are to 
form part of the Field Operations Division, will be merged 
wherever necessary, with the corresponding posts in the Field 
Dperatione Division; and the employees of the Institute w-ho 
are absorbed in NffiO as well as the employees of the Field 
Operations Division, bolding such posts of each category, 
will form a common cadre for purposes of seniority, promo- 
tion, confirmation, etc. The equivalent posts for the adminis- 
Jradve and Ixxhnical posts of the Bombay Field Unit of the 
Institute, which will become part of the Maharashtra ,Wcst 
Blocfe/Rai^e Office of the Field Operations Division, will be 
merged with the coiresponding posts in those offices. The 
West Bengal Field Unit will be continued as a separate blocl 
of tbc Field Operations Division. The employees holding the 
categories of poits in the West Bengal block which are 
cquivatettt to or higher than the post of Assistant Superinten- 
dent on tie technical side, .and TJDC on the admlmstration 
side in the P.O.D. will id each case be arranged In a com- 
mon seniority list along with the holders of corresponding 
equivalent posts in the Field Operations Division, as promo- 
lioas from these levels are made on an all India basis. 

(15) Out of the posts to be initially created in the NSSO 
vide ^-para (1) above to provide for the absorption of 
the employees of the Institute, such number of posts as is 
equal to the number of posts which have been in existence 
in the laaliute continuously for more than ten years together 
with BO per cent of the number of ^sts which have bwa in 
existence in the Institute continuously for not less than three 
yean skaB be created as permanent posts. The remaining 
poets, which shall be created as temporary posts shall be re- 
view^ periodically for conversion into permanent posts in 
accordance with the Government orders and while doing so 
the periods for which the respective corresponding posts were 
in esieteooB continuously in the Institute would be taken into 
account The equivalent posts to be created under sub-paras 
(3) and ( 4 ) above shall be permanent or temporary posts, 
depetaBag upon whether the posts initially create under sub- 
para U) above are permanent or temporary posts. 

(16) The necessary action for making confirmations against 
the aiunbcr of permanent posts created shall be taken up 
immediately after the absorption of these employees in tbc 
NSSO. Such confirmations will be made strictly in accord- 
ance with seniority and flmess for confirmation. If in a 
partkoWr category of posts the number of perso^ eligible 
far confirmation is greater than the number of available per- 
manent posts, then those persons whom it is not possible to 
confirm for want of permanent posts in that category, will 
he coroidered for confirmation m permanent posts of the 
next lowcir category corresponding to any such lower post in 
the Institute as they have held earlier. In respect of the per- 
inanent posts in those categories which axe merged with 
corresponding equivalent posts in the Field Operations 
Division, confirmation will be made in the combined cadre 
of the posts from among all those Included in the combined 
seniority list os indicated in sub-para (8) above. Such of 
those employees who cannot be confirmed against any per- 
manent post will be considered for being declared quasi-per- 
manent in a suitable post provided they have rendered three 
years of continuous service in the same or higher post Md 
their work nnd conduct is found to ho satisfactory. The 
continuous service rendered by an employee in the Institute 
at tl^ time of his appointment in the NSSO would also be 
taken into account for this purpose. 

(17) The following categories of employees will not he 
required to undergo the prescribed medical examination at 


tbc time of their initial absorption in Government ser- 
vice : — 

(i) those who had already been examined medlcidly 
and found fit at the time of their initial appoint- 
ment in the Institute; 

(il) those who were earlier serving in Government or- 
ganisations and who had been found medically fit 
while holding these jobs, provided they have sub- 
sequently joined the Institute without any break 
in service; and 

(iii) those who had joined service under the Instltula 
prior to 1964 when medical certificate of fitness was 
not required by the Institute for giving regular ap- 
pointment provided that the Institute gives a certi- 
ficate in each case that the person concerned was 
physically fit to carry out the duties entrusted to 
him with reasonable efficiency. If any of such 
employees Is on medical leave ai the time when 
absorption of the staff in Government service take.s 
plaire he can still be absorbed in Government ser- 
vice within the next six months provided the Insti- 
tute gives such a certificate for him for the period 
immediately prior to his proceeding on medical 
leave and he produces the usual medical certificate 
of fitness to resume duty from the authorities where 
he had tx«n undergoing treatment. 

118) The employees of the In.stitutc absorbed in the NSSO 
will bo allowed to carry forward at the time of such ab- 
fiorption tf» old medical leave, medical leave and earned 
leave that they have accumulated in_ the Institute. Future 
accumulation of any type of leave will, however, be subject 
lo su^ oeih'ng as prevailing for such type of leave in Go- 
vernment service. The enjoyment of old medical leave car- 
ried farward by such employees shall be in accordance with 
the rules of the Institute governing the enjoyment of such 
leave os existing at the time of absorption in the NSSO. 

(19) The employees on absorption in tbc NSSO will be 
governed by the normal Government rules relating to medi- 
cal facilities- However, in those places where medical faci- 
lities are not available, arrangement would be entered into 
with the Institute, as far as possible whereby the medical 
facilities 8* provided by the Institute could be availed of by 
these employees also till .such time as nllexTiative arrange- 
ments are made, 

(20) The employees of the Institute absorbed in the NSSO 
will also be eligible for allotment of Government residential 
accommodation in accordance with the normal rules govem- 
mg such allotment and the period of service rendered by 
them in the Institute will bo taken into account for deter- 
mining their dates of priority for different categories of 
Oovemmeot accommodation. 

(21) The absorption in the NSSO, by itself, will not nor- 
mally reault in a change of place of work for the employees 
of the Imfitute except when such a change becomes necessary 
as a result of promotion to a higher post or due to posts 
toeing included in a regional/ All India cadre in the NSSO. 

3, except to the extent provided in this resolution, the 
employwa of the Institute absotbed in Government service in 
(he NSSO will, after such absorption, be govei-ncd by all the 
rules and orders applicable to Government employees.
